Five of 
the subscribers, Wm. anderbilt, H. McK. 
Twombley, Franklin B. Guwan, David Hostetter and 
Hy. F. Dimmiek were appointed a committee who 
wade four calis, of 5 per cent each, on the amount 
of the subscriptions, being a total of 53,000, 000. 
of which Mr. 1 7 whose subsoription was

DEVEREAUN was then in the railroad business 
he paid his men not $1 but 62 a day, and 
skilled labor was even more highly paid. 


Tux proposition to favor. a lot of. pet banks 
with deposits of the money belonging to the 
United States Treasury and to abolish the Sub- 
Treasuries, is said to be under consideration at 
Washington. This is simply a proposition to’ 
convert the people's money into so much free 
banking capital, lent to banks without interest. 
Such conversion and use of the funds of States

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


During the past week the political situation in 
England has been s mplified by the formal accept- 
ance of the vacant premiership by the Marquis of 
Salisbury; but that situation is still far from being 
finally settled, owing to the usual difficulty of find- 
ing suitable subordinate members of the Govern- 
ment. and to the unusual difficulty of ascertaining 
whether the Liberal majority in Parliament will or 
will not allow the Tory Ministry to rule. The first 
difficulty is embarrasing, at least as regards one 
important candidate for office. Lord Randolph 
Ohurchill has done his party much valuable ser- 
vice ina fashion more characteristic than com- 
mendable, and he now insists upon having a gener- 
ous reward therefor; claiming, it is saia, the 
Secretaryship for India. Should he get the place, 
it is more than probable that the present Vic-rov, 
Lord Dufferin, will resign rather than be under the di. 
rection of one who mistakes energy and impudence 
for statesmanship, and who will play second fiddle 
to nobody if he can help it. Dufferin is altogether 
too valuable to be spared; hence, Salisbury hesi- 
tates over an appointment which may be the means 
of losing him, one for whom there is no available 
substitute. If Churchill is given some other office, 
he will not be satisfied, and in fact is not the sort of 
aman, in any respect, to share the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of imperial administration. And if 
“left out in the cold,” he will surely 
raise a row. The second difficulty is still 
more serious. The Liberals, though beaten on the 
budget bili, have a strong majority in the House of 
Commons, and can, it they choose, brea’ down the 
Tory Ministry at once. Salisbury knows this, and, 
it is reported, has asked for some agreement 
which will protect him from some such disaster. Ac- 
Voording to the same authority, Mr. Gladstone is 
‘willing to pledge himseif and his party not to inter- 
fere, providing the new Government will not at- 
tempt tadisturb what has been done by the old. 
That is, if the Tories will content themselves with 
routine legislation during the brief remainder of 
the session, the Liberals will not trouble them. It is 
likely that some such arrangement will be effected, 
but as politics and politicians are much the same 
everywhere, there is no certainty that it will be 
carried out ia good faith on both sides. Predic 
tions are hardly in order, but it does not seem that 
any ministry, however able, taking office upon such 
precarious terms can last lonr. 

The Queen has offered Gladstone an Earidom., 
which he has declined. She will, it is said, urge 
acceptance, Dut with small prospect of success. An 
Earidom could add no honors to such a man, and 
he is wise enough to know it—and to prefer to go 
down to history as The Great Commoner"—plain 
William Ewart Gladstoue. Rumor affirms that if 
the husband perseveres in his refusal, the wife wil! 
be tempted with a peerage in her own right. Mrs. 
Gladstone ought to have, and we hope has, sense 
sufficient to resist the temptati on if presented. Sir 
Stafford Northcote did not have to be approached 
twiee by the same bait, and will be shelved in the 
Rouse of Lords under the imposing double-barreled 
title of Barl of Iddeisicigh and Visoount St. Cyres. 
The Telegraph gravely declares, for the benefit of 
everybody interested in such stuff, that Mr. Phelps, 
the American Minister, has attended the Ascot 
races, and was “delighted” with them; also that

It is thought that all unsettled ques- 
tions between the two countries will now be speed- 
ily and amicably adjusted, and in the interests of 
Germany. Gladstone may possibly have some- 
thing to say before such adjustment is finally con- 
summated. 

Anti Semitic riots having been temporarily sus- 

pended in Austria, the workingmen at Brunn are 
striking and fighting for shorter hours and higher 
wages. The time was, and not very long ago, 
when an Austrian workingman would no sooner 
have thought of striking than of flying; so the 
modern leaven is slowly penetrating hide-bound 
and case-hardened monarchy. The world moves,“ 
even in Austria; but al the same, the three Em- 
perors, William, Francis Joseph and (Alexander, 
will soon meet for the purpose of hindering it from 
moving too fast or too far. The place of meeting 
is Reichstadt Castle. in Bohemia. 

Russia dislikes the change of English ministry 
as much as Germany likes it; for the very sens- 
ible reason that the Afghan business is not yet set- 
tled, and that the Tories are not as likely 
to be as complacent as were the Lib- 
erals. One Russian journal goes so far 
as to say that the appointment of Lord Randolph 
Churchill to the Indian Secretaryship will be equiv- 
alent to a declaration of war. This is an exagger- 
ated view of the case, but indicates the feeling 
with which Salisbury and his colleagues will have 
to deal. Onthe other hand, the Roman organ of 
the Vatican is highly pleased at the Tory triumph 

and predicts a great many great and good things 

from it. In Spain the cholera monopolizes public 

attention. The epidemic is spreading, and, as even 


sanitation and disinfection, it is likely to continue 
to spread. Poor Spain! Ignorance and superstition 
have had full swing there for three hundred years, 
and the result is that the bulk of the population 
had rather die by cholera than live by science— 
though science only urges the simplest and cheap- 
est precautions. If an epidemic of education 
could break out and become chronic in Spain, what 
a blessing it would be for the country! 


Which is History? 

From the New York Worid. 

In his just-published second volume of the “His- 
tory of the peopie of the United States” Mr. J. A. 
McMaster makes a deliberate attempt to rob the 
Republic of one of its most cherished traditions. 
He boldly avers as follows: 

“It has been long popularly believed that at noon 
Jefferson, unattended by a living soul, rode up the 
Capitol Hill, tied his horse to the picket-fence, en- 
tered the chamber of the Senate and took the oath 
of office. The story, unhappily, is not true. Sur- 
rounded by a crowd of citizens and a troop of 
militia, beating drums and bearing flags, he ambled 
slowly on to the Capitol,and mounted the steps, 
wita the shouts of a multitude and the roar of can- 
non ringing in his ears.” 

On the other hand, in his carefully prepared biog- 
raphy of Jefferson in the Encyclopedia Brittanica, 
Mr. John Bigelow says: 

“His Administration of twice four vears was 
characterized by the simplicity which distinguished 
hia conduct in private life. He eschewed all pomp 
and ceremony designed artificially to distinguish 
the President from the people. His dress was “of 
Plain cloth” on the day of his inauguration. In- 
stead of driving to rhe Capitol in a coach and six, 
as had been the practice, he rode there on horse- 
back, without a guard or even a servant in his 
train, dismounted without assistance and hitched 
the bridle of his horse te a fence.” 

As beiween the two Johns, McMaster and Bige- 
low, tke popular belief will still be with John 
Bigelow,,who has followed Randolph and other 
biographers in his narrative of the Jeffersonian 
simplicity attending the inauguration. Mr. Mo- 
Master is too young à man to upset the old popular 
belief.

The States are political corporations organized 
for local government and subject under the Consti- 
tution to the control of National authority.

It is part of the 
claim af the State-sovereignty bigots that all the 
States are equally independent, and it must necessa- 
rily be true that the position of any one in this re- 
spect is the same as that of the others. No one has 
yet esserted that some States are sovereign“ and 
others not, How is it, then, with the eight States 
that were formed out of the old Loutsiana pur- 
Chase? Where do they get their sovereignty? The 
Federal Government bought them from France and 
paid for them out of the National Treasury. No man 
could lawfully go into one of these States or ac- 
quire a foot of land there without first getting per- 
mission from the National Government. Individu.- 
als still hold their lands in these States as based on 
a Government title in the first place Those States 
were at the outset merely the property of the Na- 
tion, and they exist now as political corporations 
simply because the Federal Government saw fit to 
make them such. Deriving their entira political 
character from the grant and consent of the Na- 
tional Government, they are nevertheless precisely 
equal to all the other States and exisi as political 
corporations subject under the limitations of the 
Constitution to the control of National authority, 
The National Government made them what they 
are. How can the creature be sovereign over its

The Oleomargarine War. 
From the New Torn World. 

The Court of Appeals yesterday rendered a de- 
cision declaring the law to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of eleomargarine in this State unconstitu- 
tional. The judgment of the General Term of the 
Supreme Court maintaining the constitutionality 
of the law was reversed, 

This decision does not interfere with or invalidate 
laws to prevent the fraudulent sale of oleomargar- 
ine as dairy butter. Neither does it affect legisla- 
tion to prohibit and punish the manufacture and 
sale ofa deleterious article under the name of 
oleomargarine. The case was argued on the 
ground that oleomargarine masufactured by the 
French process patented by M. Mege. the French 
inventor, has been decided by competent authority 
to be a genuine food product, not detrimental to 
health, and that as such its manufacture and sale 
carino more be prohibited than the sale of dairy 
butter: On this point the judgment ef the Court of 
Appeals is based. 

But while it is unconstitutional to prohibit the 
manufacture and sale of genuine oleomargarine as 
an interference with legitimate trade, itis within 
the province of the Legisiature to prohibit and 
punish its sale as dairy butter, to require its brand- 
ing and under sanitary regulations to prevent the 
manufacture of any spurious, impure and un- 
wholesome article.

Start a Bakery. 

Frem an Interview Witha N. T. Flour Merchant. 

Go start a bakery. There's millions in it. People 
must eat, you know, and they'll eat more bread 
when they can’t afford to eat anything else. Here 
are bakers all over the city, some with two or three 
stores that they pay $600 or $700 rent apiece for. 
They sell out their stock clean every night and fill 
up again the next morning. Why, I know half a 
dozen bakers who make from eighty to a hundred 
barrels of flour a day into bread. Don't you 
there’s money in it? Bread costs them jess than 8 
cents @ pound baked. They sell the loaves from 5 
to 10 cents, and there is not more than two pounds 
in the biggest of them. They made a respectable 
profit on the bread when flour was 88 a barrel. I 
don't think the loaves are any bigger now that 
flour ie cheaper. A baker who uses a hundred bar- 
reis of flour for his business don’t take in a cent less 
than $1.000. Knock off $400 for his flour, and, 800 


pretty little profit left. 


Unequal Taxatien.

St. Louis citizens claim that they are taxed to 
death, and are organizing to resist the onerous im- 
position. To own a house and lot in the city is ex- 
pensive, but to pay the tax is more so. City and 
towr real estate is invariably taxed too high. A 
man puts $2,000 into a house and lot in the city and 
he pays upon almost the full amount. A farmer 
spends the same amount upon improvements and 
the rate per cent is not increased by sodoing. Often 
a house and jot, even in a small, unprogressive 
tewn, are taxed as much as a farm of 160 acres with 
houses, barns, etc., worth quite as much as those 
upon the town property. Of course, a great deal of 
city personal property escapes taxation, but the 
overvaluation of city real eatate doesn’t remedy the 
difficulty by any means. If possible, the personal 
property in town and country should be dug up aod 
taxed, but there should be no unjust discrimination 
against the owners of city or town real estate. 
Taxation should correspond in some degree, at 
least, to the real value and productiveness of the 
item taxed. 


Chewing the Public Teat.

Railroad Assessments Shown Up and 
Contrasted With the “Equalized” 
Valuation of Other Property. 


St. Louis is paying fdr more than her proportion - 
ate share of State taxes, and that.this is the result 
of a grossly unequal assessment is admitted by the 
very State officers to whom alone the law commits 
the duty of equalizing. the valuation of taxables 
among the different counties. To enter into this 
subject from the right angle, it is necessary to start 
from 

THE LAW OF THE CASE. 

It is impossible to read the Constitution of Mi- 
gouri and not be impressed by the jealous care with 
which its framers guarded against inequality zin 
assessment and taxation. It carefully specifies the 
public property it exempts and that which may, by 
general law, be exempted from taxation, such as 

used exclusively for agricultaral and hor- 
ticultural societies, or for religious, educational or 
charitable purposes @xclusively. It expressly pro- 
vides that the power totax corporations or cor- 
porate property “shall not be surrendered or 
suspended by the General Assembly," and that “all 
railroad corporations in this State, or doing busi- 
ness therein, shal! be subject to taxation for State, 
county, school, municipal and other purposes, on 
the real and personal property owned or used by 
them, and on their gross earnings, their net earnings, 
their franchises and their capital stock.” # It 
provides that taxes “shallbe uniform upon the 
same class of subjects within the territorial limits 
of the authority levying the tax;" that No county. 
city, town or other municipal corporation, nor the 
inhabitants thereof, nor the property therein, shall 
be released or discharged from their or its pro- 
portionate share of taxes to be levied for State pur- 
poses: that the valuation of property for local 
taxation shall not exceed the valuation of the 
same property in such town, city or school district 
for State and County purposes; and that all 
property subject to taxation shall be taxed in pro- 
portion to its value. The better to insure the en- 
forcement of these provisions, Sec. 18, Art. 10 reads 
as follows: 

“There shall be a State Board of ualization, 
con-isting „of the Governor. State Auditor, State 
Treasurer, Secretary of State and Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The duty of said board shall be to adjust and 
equalize the valuation of real and personal property 
among tle several counties in the State, and it 
Si I perforin such other duties as are or may be 
presciibed by law.” 

WITAT THE STATUTES COMMAND. 

Accordingly the statutes, after couferr:ng upon 
ths board the power “tosend for persons and 
papers, to administer oaths through its officers or 

agents. and to take all evidence it may deem nec- 
essary to ascertain the value of the property in the 
diferent counties in the State,“ provide further as 
follows: 

Sec. 6608.—“"The State Auditor shall lay before 
the bourd the abstracts of all the taxable property 
in the State, and the abstracts of the sales of real 
ésinte in such counties, as returned to him by the 
respec.iive County eres and the President of the 

of Assessors for the city 
Louis, and the board shall 
procesd to equalize the valuation thereof 
a eng the respective counties in the following 
manner, to-wit: First, they hat and to the valua- 
ti mot the property, real or personal, in each county

real value in money, such perbentage as will reduce 
the same in each cage to its true value.” 

Sec. 6,670.—“When the State Board ef Equaliza- 
tion shall have completed its labors, the State Audi- 
tor shall immediately transmit te each Couaty 
Clerk the per centum added to or deducted from 
the valuation of the property in his county, specify- 
ing the percen added to or deducted from tbe 
real property and the p-rsonal property respective- 
ly, and also the value of the real and nal prop- 
erty of nis county as equalized by said board: and 
tne said Cierk shall furnish one copy thereof to the 
As-essor and one copy to be laid before the annua! 
County Board of Equalization. And it shali be the 
duty of he State Auditor to require of the Clerks 
of the several County,Courts of this State to keep

4 TREMENDOUS POWER. 

Plainly our law rests the equalization of asseas- 
ments and the equitable operation of our system of 
taxation upon the fidelity, firmness and intelligence 
with which the members of the State Board of 
Equalization may enforce the provisions of the 
Constitution on this subject and perform the duties 
imposed on them by law. Upon them 
is devolved a most grave responsibility, and, by 
the slightest deviation from the strict line of duty 
marked out for them by the law of the land, they 
usurp a tremendous power, the power to convert 
our tax Jaws into a monstrous system of injustice 
and oppression, the power to crush some counties, 
cities or sections of the State with unequal burdens 
vhile releasing others, contrary to law, from their 
proportionate share of the taxes. The valuation of 
the property as equalized by them in any locality 
isthe maximum limit of all assessments for local 
purposes. In fixing the valuation of. railroad 
property for every county, town and school district 
in the State, they fix a practically coercive 
ttendard of valuation for all, aud not to apply 
that standard themselves rigidly and impartially to 
the assessment im St, Louis and in every 
county of the @tate, is to . violate one

This is a big difference inthe valuation of the 
same property by two State boards, According to 
the Railroad Commissioners, it should yield the 
State Treasury a tax of $42,987 20. According to 
the State Board of Equalization, it should not be 
taxed more than $12,485 67. The Railroad Commis- 
sioners officially report that this property should 
pay in the way of local taxes to the counties through 
which it rans more than three times as much as the 
State Board of Equalization will permit them to 
collect from it. i 

Which is the true valuation, or the nearest to it? 

THE COMMISSIONERS’ VALUATION. 

In the first place, the Railroad Commissioners’ 
valuation is far below that put upon the property 
and franchises exclusive of all other assets in the 
report of the company’s officers to the stockholders 
for the year ending December 81, 1884. According to 
that report, the 786 miles in operation were 
worth $49,020,968, or $62,867 per mile, including the 
300 miles of unfinished branches in the Indian Ter- 
ritory, Arkansas and elsewhere. The value of the 
main line in Missouri must be immense to bring 
the outside branches up to such an average. 

But the Commissioners do not base their valua- 
tion of the property in Missouri upon anything but 
its net earning capacity, asshown by the compa- 
ny's own reports of the whole 
property's actual earnings and expend- 
itures. In their own report for the year ending 
December 81, 1888, the Commissioners printed the 
reports of the company, which fully sustained the 
conclusion which they presented in the following 


words:

operated gives $86,219 as the average amount of 
capital per mile of road, on which this property 
pays over 6 per cent after paying all expenses, in- 
cluding improvements. 
Though the property was stocked and bonded to 
the amount of $66,611 per mile, and that part in 
Missouri had to carry this valuation for the outside 
branches, theCom missioners considered only the$36, - 
219 of capital per mile on which the Missouri property 
was shown by the company’s reports to be paying 
over 6 per cent. And when called on by the State 
Board of Equalization, the Commissioners esti- 
mated the value at $22,600 per mile, iess than two- 
thirds of the capital per mile on which the whole 
concern was earning and paying over 6 per cent! 
THE ASSESSMENT. 

As for the valuation put upon this prop- 
erty per mile by the State Board of 
Equalization, that is only one-tenth of the 
amount it is stocked and bonded for, It is much 
less than one-fifth of the amount per mile on which 
the net earnings pay over 6percent. The com- 

pany reported its average gross earnings per mile 
in 1884 at $5,906 and its net earnings per mile at 
$8,190. The State Board of Equalization assesses 
the property at an average of $6.573 per mile, or 
only about twice the net earnings per mile, a 
valuation which would hardly pay for the rails at a 
second hand sale, and which is ridiculously small 
as compared with the cost or the earnings of the 
property or with any other common-sense sta ndard 
of valuation. 
„ Ik all other property in Missouri were favored 
with such an assessment, the State Government 
would soon have to go into baukruptey or greatly 
multiply the rate of taxation. 

EXCUSES. 

One excuse for it is that other property in Mis- 
souri is variously assessed at from one-fourth to 
one-half its true value, except in St. Louis, where 
real estate is generally assessed at its full value and 
sometimes higher than the owner's asking price. 
Under the Constitution, it is the duty of the State 
Board of Equalization to} have property of every 
kind assessed everywhere in Missguri according to 
its true value. If not so assessed anywhere it is 
the Board's own fault, asd the lowest assessment 
recorded anywhere is not low enough t@ give the 
owners of the property such an exemption from 
taxation as the State Board gives to railroad prop- 
erty. 

Another excuse is that railroad property is let off 
with a lower assessment in some other States. The 
answer to this is that the assessment of Missouri 
property should be governed by the laws of Mis- 
sour and not by the laws of other States. Other 
States have other systems of assessment and taxa- 
tion and other ways of deriving a revenue from 
railroads, as in Pennsylvania or in Iinols, where 
one road of 705 miles pays more into the State 
Treasury than all the 6,000 miles of railroad prop- 


erty in Missouri.

THE FRUIT PROSPECT, 


A Report Compiled by the Missouri State 
Herticultural Society. 

Westport, Mo., June 20.—L. A. Goodman, secre- 
tary of the Missouri State Horticultural Society, 
gives the following facts and figures regarding the 
condition of fruit in tbis State ug to June 1: “The 
fruit prospect is somewhat better than was ex- 
pected after the cold spring. The prospects for, a 
full crep is as follows, 100 re nting a full crop: 
Apples, 66 per cent; plums, 71; pears, 65; cherries, 
64; grapes, 51; raspberries, 84; strawberries, 98; 
biackberries, 41. Peaches are reported an entire 
failure, except south of Springfield. in the 
southern part of the State, especially in the last 
tiers of counties, a pretty ful crop is reported, 
giving an average of 76 percent. in many paris 
of the State peach trees are badly injured and 
thousands are dead or dying. Henes, the southern 
part of the State must be depended upon for 
peaches.

POOR OLD STATUES! 


The Miltionsire and the Works of 
Art on the Wabash Building. 


— — — 


Jay Gould's Vain Efforts to Dispose of 
Two Dozen Stone Effigies—F ailing to 
Sell Them, He Makes a Desperate 
Attempt to Give Them Away—Even 
the Republican Refuses Them. 


Jay Gould is in pickle. With all his millions he 
is hard up, for an idea. A man of resources he is 
going from one intellectual back door to another 
begging for a suggestion. Though his tabie could 
groan, if he let it do ao, with seasonable delicacies 
that tickle the palate, he cannot find acrust in his 
cerebral pantry with which to feed his hungering 
soul. Poor Jay! He is now tasting the bitter joys 
of having more of the world's {treasures than he 
knows what to dowith. He is now in the agoniz- 

ing attitude of a man who wants to give something 
away and cannot find anybody to take it off bis 
hands. Nobody is rash enough to pay drayage on 
the gift. Nobody thinks the donation worth house- 
room, Even Jay Gould himself is tired of it, and 

when Jay Gould gets tired of a thing you can bet 
forty cents that it is either eating its head off ina 
stable or drawing a regular salary for doing nothing. 


Jays trouble is this: He owns a big building at 
the corner of Sixth and Locust. In it are located 
the offices of thé Wabash and other railroads. 
Fringing its roof are 24 malformations in stone that 
short-sighted people have become accustomell to 
calling statues. These misplaced hitching postg 
have braved the weather and defied public senti- 
ment for over a dozen years, „Tuey represent noth- 
ing now alive nor anything that is dead, but like 
nuine works of art, thev are supposed to have 
ad originally in flesh and blood. A hallucination 
cherished equally by the man who knocked the 
corners off tne chunks of stone and the other man 
wiio had the work done, was that some of these 
quarry-begotten freaks were dead images of cer- 
tain old mythological canary birds called Minerva, 
Juno, Venus, Melpomene and so on, while the male 
contingent were the exact spit“ of corner loafers, 
war veterans, or labor agitators who flourished in 
Greece and elsewhere several years B. C., or maybe 
a little later, and were known by the ciassic cogno- 
mens of Homer, Vulcan, Agamemnon, eto. 

IN CLEAR WEATHER, ’ 
however, a one-eyed man cannot tell one statue 
from another. They as much alike as 
Chinamen, or silver doliars. A Professar of An- 
cient History from Washington University exposed 
himself on the roof of the big building for three 
days and two nights trying to pick Mercury out of 
the lot. At last he settled on one of the tallest fig- 
ures in wie Fane —a female with excessive drapery,’ 
gartered and hair dressed a la Lily Langtry. There! 
said he triumpuantly to his companion, à professor 
of poets. ‘There he is, or at any rate that's as near as 
lean come to him.” ‘“Pshaw!" said the other 
“that’s not Mercury.” Not Mercury?” exciaim 
the Professor of Ancient History; then who is it?’ 
“Why, said the poetry man, it's Mary Anderson. 
Don't you see she’s got a manuscript in her hand? 
she's reading a new play. And so it was, or 
seemed to be, although that statue has been on the 
roof louger than Mary Anderson has been on the 


stage. 

itis a standing joke among the Wabash clerks that 
even such an erudite gentleman as Jay Gould when 
asked to point out Agamemnon mistook one of the 
alleged Cupids on the corner of the buiiding for the 
Joun Sullivan of old. These little discrepancies, 
however. did not, worry Jay in the least. What 
caused his anguisti was not the identification of the 
statues, but the disposition of them. Like ail men 
of wealth he is a profound believer in aerial real 
estate. He thinks @ man’s property should be 
measured, not by the front foot along the pava, but 
against the sky. Height and not superficial area is 
the groundwork of his religion as far as it coucerns 
property. Recently he conceived the idea of put- 
ting anew four-story building in mid -air—putting 
it, in fact, on top of the present Wabasia building. 
Ashe wants the place now occupied by tue 
stone dime museum for the cellar of the 
new structure, the supposed statues must go. But 
where?

As fast as a course is 
ready for the table it is sent up from the kitchen 
on a dumb waiter, which is in a recess back of 
the ante-room on the rigut of the principal en- 
trance to the White House. Inquiry among the 
oldest servants of the Executive ion re- 
vealed the fact that none of them had ever seen 
a rat about the house, although there are no cats 
or dogs on the premises, Even the kitchen and 
store-room are free, and always have been, 
from these pests, although the building is half a 
century old, On State occasions, or for a large 
reception, the corps of assistants to the cook is 
increased, and men cooks are always employed. 
There is ty of room at the large range for 
all, and there is no confusion, no matter what 
the demand may be. A colored man is steward 
of the White House ata salary of $1,800 per 
annum, and the cook is paid a similar amount? 
The other servants are paid at the rate of $1,25 
per day, and all thehelp are colored persons, 
even to the boy who dusts and sweeps the par- 
lors.

The chamber of horrors certainly furnishes @ 
very durable show. I don't think I was ever 
more successfuliy or economically horrified.

at most. Ihave known men to pay out thou- 
sands of dollars for a collection of delirium 
tremens and new-laid horrors no better than 
these that you get on week days for fifty cents, 
and on Sundays for two bits.

Articles that afew years 
back no one would think of buying for less thana 
uarter sell for five and ten cents. - These cheap 
things, too, are made up in nice style, after the 
latest patterns. 
In order to get both sides of the question, and to 
satisfy the fair and aggrieved correspondent, a 
Post-DispatTos reporter picked up an imaginary 
Hottentot, who was wandering about the streets in 
the garb of his native land, and ran him intoa 
Broadway clothing house for the purpose of cloth- 
ing him in the garments of civilization, 
complete, from his head to his heels, 
at the least possible cost to his benefactor. 
While the Hottentot was not over-fastidious he had 
some yanity, and wanted to look as well as possible 
d thoroughly respectable, so that he would not be 
en for a tramp or a man who had not a nickel to 
spare.

The Artistic Hegira to Europe and How 
it is Managed.

The week has been perhaps the dullest one of the 
In the different studios 
the inquirer can generally flud the Genius Loci with 
his slippers on the window sill, industriously work- 
ing a palm leaf fan and gazing out on the roof tops 
The balmy influences of the leafy 
month of June do not seem to accord with hard 
labor with brush and palette.

CONSTRUING THE LAW, 

The Circuit Attorney, in regardto the 300 feet 
clause, gives his definition of the method of meas- 
urement. He says his construction of the law 
is that the 300 feet line should run along 
the street from the main or side entrance of the 
public building to the front door of the resort. 
Measured in this way along the line of the street“ 
houses located opposite the public building might 
not come within the 300 feet limit. It is a nice 
question and will probably be contésted in the 
courts. 

Another question that will arise will be 
the construction to be placed upon the 
word ‘church.’ At the corner of Eleventh and Lo- 
cust streets, a block entirely occupied by persons 
of the offending character defined by law, the Y, 
M. C. A. has its headquarters established, and 
meetings of à religious character are held there 
every Sunday. In the event of legal proceedings 
the tenants might contend that the Y. M. C. A. 
meeting hall is not a church within the meauing of 
the statute. 

Chief Harrigan, referring to the operation of the 
law, said: All parties located within the pre- 
scribed limit have been notified to vacate, and of 
course itis my duty to inforce the order of the 
Board inthatregard. The Prosecuting Attorney 
will be informed in due time of all cases where the 
keepers of the houses remain afterthe law goes 
into effect. It will befor him to take the steps 
necessary to a prosecution of the offenders. Iam 
opposed to raiding the establishments. It serves 
no good purpose, The keepers are the responsible 
parties, and they will have to answer in tue Court 
of Criminal Correction. The new law makes it a 
felony to conduct sucù resorts, and the keepers are 
liable to imprisonment in the Penitentiary.’ 

THE RESPECTABLE CITIZEN 

is probably the most worried of ail persons who 

have heard of the new law. Heregards with the 
greatest suspicion every new arrival in his block, 
and when the For Rent” sign comes off the front 
of a house in his neighborhvod he is excited and 
eager until he learnstne character of the new 
neizhbor. He expects, aud rationally too, that the 
law which goes iuco effect Monday will drive the 
soiled deves and their followers into some of the 
fashionable residence quarters of thecity, and 
already many men of faimly have had occasion to 
complain of landlords who have rented or leased 
property to women of bad character. The latter 
and their supporters have resorted to strategy 
to evadethe law and the leasing of the 
old Italian Church at Sixth an Spruce 
and its conversion iato a warehouse by an alieged 

agent of the saloonists, small store-keepers and 

scariet women is the first move that has been made 

in this direction. It is iatended to protect the sin - 
ners of that locality in taeir present quarters, and 

it will probably work to their satisfaction, 

THE POLICE PAPERS. 

Another law desizned to conserve the morals of 
the people is that which makes unlawful the sale, 
leading or giving away to any minor of any paper, 
pamphlet, magazine or book devoted to the publi- 
cation, or made up principally. of criminal news, 
police reports. or pictures and stories of deeds of 
bloodshed, lust or other crimes; aso, the showing 
or advertising by exuibitm them to view on the 
streets or highways. 

Newsdeaiers are disposed to contest the constitu- 
tionality of this law. There are about 180 dealers 
in the city, and avout 800 in the State, nearly all of 
whom, it is stated, will continue to handle the two 
or three papers against weich tiis law is specially 
designed to operate. ‘lhe agencies which distribute 
these papers say they will continue to give them 
out. Already ia town only three or four dealers 
have spree their intention to drop the objec- 
tionable papers. Others, however, are hesitating, 
but their number is not large. Whenever the 
agents here are consulted they advice the 
small traders to keep on selling, as they de- 
clare the new law uuconstitutional, and again 
make the defense that the tone of the illustrations 
in the two police weeklies has been greatly modified 
since the law passed by the Texas Legisiature pro- 
hibitiug the sale of one of them went iuto effect 
Another plea they make is that these weeklies mere- 
ly rebash the criminal news of the large dailies, aad 
if it is unlawful to sell or display one class of papers 


it is unla ful to sell or display the other. It is prob- 


able, though, that the dealers will not attempt to 
openly defy the law. Some have expressed their 
determination to keep the 

POLICE WEEKLIES UNDER THE COUNTER, 
and while they may not retail them to minors, all 
adults who ask for will fiad no dil culty in ob‘ain- 
ing them. at the usual rate. The detective 
libraries and the boys’ weeklies,which are made up 
mainly of criminal exploits, come under the pro- 
visions of the new measure, but nothing is said 
about discontinuing their sale or distribution, 

One of the agents here said that exactly the same 
law asthat which Missouri is to have is now in 
force in Illinois, and does not affect the sale or cir- 
culation of the police papersto the slightest ap- 
preciable extent. The proprietor of the largest 
and most prosperous, as well asthe most ob- 
jectionably nlustrated of these weeklies, has sent a 
circular te his Missouri patrons, in which he states 
that the new law “in no way interferes with the 
sale of his paper, which has been decided in a 
number of instances, in the courts of Texas 
and other parts of the United States not 

be a publication of the objectionable 

It is understood that the publishers will 

stand by the Missouri — in this fight and the 
dealers will be supported, morally at least, by the 
dealers. 

The police papers have a circulation in th 
neighborhood of at least 5,009 copies. A fine of u 
more than $100 or imprisonment in the County Jail 
for not more tuan six months, or both fine and im- 
prisonment, is the penaity provided for a violation 
of this law. 

A QUEER STORY. 

Anent this measure there isa story to the effect 
that it originated in a scheme on the part of cer- 
tain enterprising local statesmen to bleed“ a 
New York publisher. The Statesmen got their 
measure into shape and before presenting it went 
to one of the local agents of the publisher, telling 
him that such a law was in hand and would be put 


Inportant Reductions Which Geo Inte 
Force on the First of July. 

The new postal laws which go into effect July 1 
will make some marked reductions in rates which 
it is to the interest of every one to know. In the 
first place, on what is called first class matter, or 
letters, etc., the reduction does not take place in the 
rate of postage, but the limit of weight is increased. 


At present letter postage is 2 cents for each 
half oynce or a fraction thereof; after July 
1. it will be 2 cents for one ounce 
or every fraction thereof, a reduction of per cent. 
This law is applicable to all mail sent tothe United 
States and Canada. The ratesto all countries in 
the postal union still remain 5 cents for each half 
ounce. On second-class matter, whicn inciudes all 
newspapers and periodicals registered at the Post 
Office as such, the reduction on and after July 1, 
will be from 2 cents, the present rate. to 1 cent a 
und, also a W per cent reduction. The St. 
uis Post Office received jast year 
second-class mail 303.000, 80 that 
even considering an increase in quantity received 
from this source during the next year it is probable 
the receipts will not run over $50,000. This, of 
course, will constitute a heavy loss to the Post 
Office Department all over the country, and in con- 
sequence be a gain to the newspapers and periodi- 
cals. Take a magazine, for instance, having a cir- 
culation of 200,000 copies monthly and the annual 
saving on postage, presuming al! are mailed, would 
be about $6,000 per annum. For the daily papers 
of the country it will be much larger. 

There will be no change in third-class matter, but 
there is one point in this connection which most 
people overlook in sending newspapers to their 
triends. Third-class mail is of two kinds: first, 
newspapers and periodicals registered as second- 
class matter, and, secondly, ali other kinds of 
printed matter. Now, for the first class the rate 
of postage is 1 cent for four ounces, and not two 
ounces as is generally suppose i. It is the second 
kind of third-class matter which costs 1 cent for 
two Qunces,

The Game of Tennis. 

Tennis has been a royal game: so very royal 
that Edward III (1363) decided that no one but 
kings and their associates shouid be allowed to 
plaay it at all, and his example was followed by 
Henry IV. Heury VIII aud otmer reigning sover- 
eigus of England and France. It kept gaining in 
popularity, however, and some sort of outdoor ten- 
nis was played with inflated balls very 
early in the history of the game. 
Every little while the royal commands 
would be forgotten, or some con venient war would 
break out, and after it was over tennis would bob 
up serenely as a very popular amusement. Henry 


VIII had the tennis fever iu a violent form, and 
the most famous royai set ever playel was that in 
which Henry Vili of ba and the Emperor 
Charles V were matched against the Prince of 
Ovange and the Marquis of Brandenburg, while the 
Kar! of Devonshire “stopped” (that is 
piexed up the bas and kept count) for one side 
aud Lord Edmund Howard did a lite service for 
the other side. At last the Kings gave up the vain 
attempt to keep so capital a game to themselves, 
and graciously vouchsafed it to their ioyal subjects, 
simply because they could no longer prevent their 
playing. Of course, there still remained the difi- 
cuities arising from the great costliness of regular 
courts, but these could not imterfere with out-of- 
door tennis.

IN SICILY. 
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The Ghastliest Charncl-House in the 
Civilized World, 
From Le Figaro. 

No man bears less resemblance to a 
Neapolitan than a Sicilian does. In 
the lower class Neapolitan you al- 
ways find at least two-thirds of the Puchinello. 
He gesticulates, becomes excited or animated 
without any appar cause, expresses himself 
quite as much by gestures as by words, acts 
everything he says, always shows himself ami- 
able for self-interest’s sake, polite through ¢un- 
ning rather than by nature, and he replies by 
gentgel phrases even to the most disagreeable 
observations. 

Unt in the Sicilian you find much of the 
Arab. He has the Arabian gravity of deport- 
moult, although from his Italian ancestors, he 
has inherited a great vivacity of mind. His in- 
born pride, his love of titles, the nature of his 
hautiness, and the form of his features, all 
tend to make him resemble the Spaniard 

01 than the Italian. But what 
especially gives you a strong impression of be- 
1 in the Orient, almost the very first moment 

you set foot in Sicily, is the tone of the voice, 
the peculiar nasal intonation of the street-cries. 
Everywhere you seem to recognize the shrill 
note of the Arab—that note which appears to 
descend from the head into the throat, while in 
the countries of the North it ascends from the 
chest to the mouth. And tho languid song, 
monotonous and sweet, which comes to your 
ears as you pass by the open door of a dwelling, 
exactly recalls by its rhythm and its accent the 
song ever sung by that white-robed horseman 
wio guides travelers over the vast and naked 
spaces of the desert, 

At the theater, on the other hand, the Sicilian 
eus to change again into a veritable Italian: 
and it is always a curious experience for any 
one of us to attend an operatic performance at 
Nome, Naples or Palermo. 

Every seusation experienced by the audience 
instantly betrays itself in an explosion of feel- 
ing. Nervous to excess, endowed with an ear 
as delicate as it is sensitive, and madly 
enamored ef music, the whole audience seems 
to become one being—°ne huge vibrant animal, 
which feels but never reasons. In five minutes 
such an audience will have applauded with 
enthusiasm and hissed with frenzy the very 
same actor—-the people stamp with delight or 
rage; and if one false note escapes from a 
singer’s throat, a strange, exasperating, ear 
piercing cry bursts from every mouth simul- 
taneously.

At the gate of an humble-looking convent, 
an old Capuchin friar in his brown habit, re- 
céives me, to show me the way 
without saying a word, knowing by experience 
what 4 want to see in this place. 

We pass through a poor chapel, and slowly 
descend a broad stairway of stone. And all at 
once I see before us an immense gallery 
broad and lofty, to whose walls are suspended 
a whole nation of skeletons clad in the most 
oddly grotesque costumes. Some hang in air 
side by side, others are lying upon five great 
shelves of stone, rising one above the other 
from the soil to the ceiling. A line of dead 
stands erect upon the ground, a long compact 
rank, whose frightful heads seem to speak. 
Some heads are gnawed by hideous vegetations 
which deform even still more the jaws an 
bones of the face, some still preserve their hair, 
others fragments of mustache; othersa long 
bit of beard. 

These stare upward with their empty eyes; 
those iook downward; here are sofhe who seem 
tolaugh an atrocious laugh; here again are 
others that appear to writhe in agony, but all 
seem terrified as by some supernatural fear. 

And they are all dressed, these dead—these 
wretched, hideous, and ridictilous dead—all 
dressed by their relatives, who have taken them 
out of their coffins in order to make them take 
part in this awful assembly. 

Almost all are clad ina sort of long black 
robe, with a cowl whieh is generally drawn 
over the head. But there are others whose 
friends desired to attire more sumptuously; 
and the miserable skeleton, Wearing an em- 
broidered Greek cap, and savelonee in a rich 
man's dressing gown, seems, as it lies upon its 
back, to sleep a nightmarish sleep—a sleep at 
once ludicrous and terrific. 

= See. like a blind man’s begging card, 
bearing the name and thé date of death, is hung 
to the neck of each co Those dates make 
a cold shiver pass through the very marrow of 
one’s bones. You read, 1880—1851—1582. 
Here is a man, at least here is what was a man, 
three yearsago, only three years ago? This 

thing used to live; it laughed, talked, sat, 
drank, was full of joy and hope. And now be- 
hold it! Before this double rank of innumer- 
able dead, coffins and caskets aré hea up,—. 
luxurious coffins of black wood, with brazen 
ornaments, and glass windows to enable one to 
look inside them. You might almost mistake 
them for trunks, for weird baggage of some 
sort bought in some strange bazar—the hid- 
eous bazar attended by ali who must depart 
upon the Great Journey—as the writers of 
other days used to say. 

But other galleries opening to right and left 
prolong indefinitely this immense subterranean 
cemetery.

.. . . Here are the women,—even more bur- 
lesque than the men, for they have been co- 
quetishly attired and bedecked. Their heads 
stare at you from within bonnets decorated 
with ribbons and with lace, making a show- 
white fringe around each black face, all putri- 
fied, all gnawed by the — chemistry of 
the earth. Their hands protrude, like the sev- 
ered roots of trees, from the sleeves of new 
dresses; and the stockings that contain the 
bones of the legs look enipty. Sometimes the 
dead wears only a pair of shoes,—large, too 
large for the poor dried-up feet. 

Here are the young giris—the hideous young 
girls -in their robes of white, each bearing 
about her brow a wreath of metal symbolizing 
innocence. They might be taken for old women 
very, very old women, so horrible are their 

rimaces. Their ages are 16, 18, 20 vears! How 

orrible! 

But now we enter a gallery full of little glass- 
coffins ;—this is the children’s burial-chamber. 
The bones of the little creatures, still soft. 
could not resist the work of decomposition- 
And you cannot tell exactly what y@ are look 
ing at,—the miserably little things are so de- 
formed, so crushed, so frightfully shapeless! 
But the tears come to your eyes when you ob- 
serve that the mothers have dressed them all in 
the same little dresses they wore when alive. 
And they come here to look at them sometimes, 
to see their little ones again, even thus! 

Often you see beside the corpse a photograph 
showing the living person as he was; and noth- 
ing is more startling, more K 
this contrast ;—than this comparison, than the 
fancies afoused within us by the spectacle of 
this juxtaposition.

We pass through another gallery, lower and 
darker, which seeins to have been reserved for 
the poor. In one black recess there are sotne 
twenty of them, suspended ail together under an 
opening in the roof, which lets in the outer air 
upon them in strong and sudden whiffs. They 
are clad in a sort of black canvas, fastened 
about the neck and feet; and as they lean one 
over the other, you would imagine they were 
shivering, seeking to escape, screaming for 
help. They look like the drowned crew of some 
ship, still lashed by the wind, and all wrapped 
in the dark tarred canvas attire that sailors 
wear in storms, and still quivering with the 
terror of that last moment when the sea de- 
voured them. 

Here is the chamber of the Priests,—a vast 
gallery of nonor! At the first glance they 
seem more terrible than the others,—robed as 
they are in their sacred vestments, black, red 
and violet. But as you examine them one after 
the other, a nervous and irrepressible laugh 
seizes you at the spectacle of their attitudes— 
the ghastly comedy of their poses. You behold 
some who sing; you see others who pray. The 
faces of all have been lifted up; the hands of all 
have been crossed. They wear sacredotal biretta 
upon their fleshless brows; sometimes it hangs 
sideways over one ear, ina jocular way; some- 
times it slips down over the nose. A very car- 
nival of death this, made more burlesque by the 
gilded richness of the ecclesiastical robes. 

From time to time a head roils dowh upon 
the ground;—the attachments of the neck 
haviug been gnawed through by mies. 
Thousands of mice dwell in this human charnel 
house, 2 

Lam shown the remains of a man who died 
in 1882, Eighteen months before, happy and 
healthy, he had come hither — panied | by a 
friend, to select a place for himself.

Families Who Have Played a Promi- 
nent Part in Their Country's History. 


From the St. Jam es Garet te. 


In connection with the celebration at Moscow 
of the hundredth anniversary of the concession 
by the Empress Catherine of some not very 
important privileges to the nobility of Russia, 
it may be interesting to take a glance at some 
of those Russian families which, apart from all 
2 of privilege, have played a part in 

of their country. 

Until the reign of Peter the Great the only 
title known in Russia was that of prince; and 
most of the Russian princes were descended 
from Rurik, the Varangian, who, arriving 
from Sweden, established his power in Russia 
ten centuries ago. When, after the final re- 
— of the Tartars, the czars of Muscovy re- 

uced such of the Russian principalities as still 
remained independent to the position of Musco- 
vite pryeindes, they assimilated the princes de- 
scended from Rurik to the ennobled chamber- 
lains and palace servants of the court of Mos- 
cow. These noble fatnilies of such different 
origins held still a privileged position in Russia 
until Peter the Great struck a blow at 
hereditary nobility by making it acessi- 
ble not only to persons of merit, but 
to all who attained a certain rank in the State 
service. He at the same time imposed upon all 
existing nobles the duty of serving for so 
many years in the military or civil service, 
thus converting them into an army of officials. 
Numbers of historical families continued all 
the same to be designated by titles; and though 
since Peter’s time a prince descended from 
Rurik is, classed in order of precedence not 
with any reference to his birth, but in accord- 
ance with his actual rank in the State service, 
the titles borne by the- aristocratic families of 
Russia have all the same their value. Amo 
the descendants from Rurik may be — 
the Dolgoroukis, the Gagarins, the Stoherba- 
toffs, the Gortschakoffs, the Bariatinskys, the 
Krapotkins, tha Odoiefskis, the Obolenskys, 
and some twenty or fiveand twenty more, 
including three or four whose descent is through 
female branches. 

The Galitzins, the Havanskys, the Troubetz- 
kois, and the Kourakins are, in common with 
six or seven of the great Lithuano-Polish fam- 
ilies, descended from Guedemin the Lithuanian. 
The Galitsins, indeed, are to be found in 
Poland as weil as in Russia. The name in 
Polish is spelt Galiczin; and it is probably de- 
rived from the ancient duchy of Halicz, or 
Galitch in Russian; though Prince Peter 
Dolgorouki, in bis aceount of the principal 
families in Russia, derives the name from 
gaits, a gauntlet. Several of the ancient 

ussian names are derived from personal 
peculiarities. Dolgorouki, for instance, signi- 
fies long arm.“ But they, for the most part, 
indicate a family possession, or some place 
where the family held power. Thus, the 
Volynski family, whose founder held an im- 

rtant commaad at Kulikovo,the first success- 
ul battle fought by the Russians against the 
Tarters, were from Volhynia. 

Some of the Russian historical familes, yet 
much fewer than is generally supposed, are of 
Tartar origin. Thus the Rostopchin who 
burned Moscow and made many excellent jokes, 
and whose daughter gained a high reputation 
by her lyric poems, was a lineal descendent of 
Genghis Khan. The Mestcherskys, too, date 
from the period of the Tartar combination, and 
owe their name of the town or district of Mes- 
tchera, conquered by the founder of the family 
in 1298. The Golovins, established in Russia 
since 1480, are of Crimean origin. The Gurous- 
ofs are of Tartar race, and have only been 
Christians since the sixteenth century. The 
Teherkasskys are, as the name denotes, of Circas- 
sian origin. Prince boris Tcherkassky married 
the aunt of the Czar Michael, founder of the 
Romanoff dynasty; and one of his near des- 
cendants commanded the first expedition sent 
by Russia, in the rcign of Peter the Great, 
against Khiva. 

Since Peter eleven princes, some sixty counts 
and a few barons have been created. These 
last have generally been bankers, or financiers 
connected with the court; and, with the excep- 
tion of Kutaissoif, Paul's Circassian valet, are 
almost the only civilians who have received 
titles. A few diplomatists have been so dis- 
tinguished, but they have generally, as in the 
comparatively recent case of Count Ignatieff, 
began life in the army. Count Nesselrode, too, 
foreigh minister under Nicholas, was origin- 
ally an officer in the imperial guard, but the 
Emperor Paul, seeing him at parade, and 
recognizing in him the demeatior not of a sol- 
dier, but of a diplomatist, ordered him to leave 
the army and enter the foreign oifice. 

— Sagoo own creations may, in par- 
ticular, mentioned the Menschikoffs, the 
Souvaroffs and the Orloffs. The first of the 
Menschikoffs was a pastry-cook’s boy at Mos- 
cow in Peter's reign; but he enlisted in the 
army, rose to the rank of general and rendered 
important services to his country. Scribe 
and Meyerbeer introduced him as one of 
the leading personages in “TL Etoile 
du Nord.” Hut the family objected to their 
ancestors being shown as a pieman with a 
tenor voice offering his pies for sale on the 
public stage; and the Menschikoff of the origi- 
nal cast now figures as Daniloviteh. The first 
of the Souvarons was the son of a priest in the 
confidence of Sophia, Peter the Great’s sister. 
He enlisted as a soldier and became a general. 
His son, the greatest commander Russia has 
known, was made count after the battle of 
Rymnik and prince after the Italian campaign 
of 1790. The Orlofts, so powarful under the 
Empress Catharine, were descended from a 
soldier who, having taken part in the insurrec- 
tion of strelitzes or archers, had been sentenced 
to death, aud was about to be decapitated, 
when, by his fearless bearing and the energetic 
manner in which he kicked aside the fallen 
heads that r- his progress toward the 
block, he attracted the attention of Peter, who 
at otiee perceived that more could be done 
with such a inan living than dead, Orloff was 
putintothe army where he greatly distin- 
guished himself, and his descendents have held 
the highest posts in the Russian service even to 
this day. 

There is another Orloff family whith dates 
from the reign of Paul, and is of Cossack 
origin, Its founder was that remarkable man, 
Hetman. of the Cossacks of the Don, who, at 
the head of thirty thousand Cossacks and 
horse artillery, started for Khiva and Bokhara 
with the intention of raising the ‘tribes of Cen- 
tral Asia on his way and conducting = 
through Afghanistan to India, where, N 
ing to the written instructions of his friend 
and well-wisher Paul,” he was to destroy the 
English settlements on the Indus.” 

After the ificorporation of Georgia in the 


century, several Georgian families had titles 
conferred upon them, or rather their own titles 
confirmed. Eminent among these are the Ba- 
grations, descended from the Czars of Georgia, 
and the Dadianoffs, sprung from the royal 
house of Mingrella, 

The first of the Benningsens was a Harover- 
ian, who entered the Russian service under 
the Empress Catherine, and was soon suff 
ciently Russianized to be allowed to take part 
in the assassination of the Eimperor Paul, 
which did not prevent him from attaining the 
rank of full General under the reign of Paul's 
son and successor. Alexander I. Kleinmichel, 
one of Nicholas’ most influential ministers, was 
the son of a Finnish peasant, who enlisted in 
the Amy and became a General. The only 
Printe created by Nicholas was Paskievitch, 
who, made Count of Erivan for his Persian 
campaign, was named Prince of Warsaw after

WHAT THE LAWYERS RECEIVED. 


The Enormous Fees Paid by the Par- 
ties to the Maric-Garrison Suit. 
From the New York Times. 


Lawyers who are connected with the large 
cases which arise fromtime to time in our 
courts are generally paid very large fees. In 
the cases involving millions of dollars arising 
out of the wrecking of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway in 1876—at present the backbone of 
Jay Gould’s great Southwestern System—by 
the late Commodore Garrison and his friends, 
the legal fraternity received from all sources 
nearly $1,000,000. In one of these suits, known 
as the Marie-Garrison suit, which has 
recently been compromised and set- 
tled by Mr. Gould by a payment of $1,005,000, 
the counselors’ fees were as follows! Melville 
C. Day, alarge salary for eight years and 
$100,000 on the settlement; He L. Clinton, a 
check for $65,000 from John T. Terry, assignee 
of Mr. Garrison, besides large sums previously 
paid, regating over $100,000; ex-Judge Com- 
stock, $500 a day for every day’s work,$75,000; 
Joseph H. Choate, $25,000; E. L. Andrews, 
who was in case about six months, $10,000, 
and W. B. Putney, $25,000, approximately. 
What C. A. Runkle was paid as a retainer, al- 
though he never had anything todo with the 
case, is not known, but it must have been a 
large sum. Neither is it known what was paid 
to Dillon & Swayne, but rumor says the amount 
was $50,000. All these gentlemen were in the 
employ of the defendants, and their approxi- 
mate pay was $450,000, 

On behalf of the plaintiffs fewer lawyers 
were retained, because their attorney was able 
to carry the suits through to a successful ter- 
mination without a corps of assistants, and the 
fees were correspondingly smaller. Ex-Senator 
Roscoe Conkling received $50,000, and William 
A. Beach $18,750, while up to date Mason W. 
Tyler, the attorney who drew the original com- 
* and summons in 1877, and devoted nearly 
1is whole tithe to the various suits here, in St. 
Louis and in Washington, has received only 
825,000. His claim for $55,000 more has not 
yet been settled, and there is little doubt that a 
suit will be instituted by him against Messrs. 
Marie, Cutting, Fearing, Cowdrey and others 
for its recovery. Mr. Tyler declares that he 
took the case on a contingency, and should 
really receive 10 per cent of the sum taken in 
settlement, which would be $100,500. So the 
plaintiffs have paid out $93,750 in counsel fees 
in this suit, and a claim for $55,000 is yet to be 
settled. 

Referee Theodore W. Dwight received for 
fifteen inonths’ connection with the case $15,000, 
Tius in this one suit the lawyers have succeeded 
in securing for themselves about 8600, 000,

His Experience in Catching Rattlers 
for Sale. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

But rattlesnakes are getting mighty scarce, 
said Uncle Joe. ‘Everybody who sees one kills 
it, if he can, and taking them with what we 
catch leaves but few in the mountains of 
Luzerne County. There’s no use in killing 
them, that I can see. They won't hurt any- 
body, if let alone. You might walk within two 
feet of one and he couldn’t hurt youif he 
wanted to. All this talk about their jumping 
through the air at you is all nonsense; a snake, 
to strike, must be coiled up and must have his 
tail on the ground. The result is that he can’t 
strike a distance greater than about one-half 
his length. I have seen thousands of them 
strike and never saw one strike any different 
from any other. Another thing is that he al- 
ways Ui his rattle when he is about to 
strike. If snake sees you coming he will 
run for his den, but he wont make any noise 
about it. If he doesn’t see you till you 
are right over him he will flatten out 
and try to escape notice, unless he thinks you 
are going to attack him, and then he will coil 
and strike. It is when he flattens out that he 
can be caught by quietly but quickly placing 
the flat end of a stick or cane on the back of 
his neck. This has to be done carefully and 
skillfully. If you press down too hard you will 
break his neck, as that is his weak point. If 
not hard enough he may be able to bite you. 
After securing him with the stick, you must 
catch him with your left hand just back of the 
head, and then with a pair of short scissors cut 
out his f There are two on each side of 
the upper jaw, and they are hinged so as to lie 
along the roof of the mouth when it is closed. 
They drop down and are ready for business 
when the mouth isopen. It is certain death 
to touch the point of one of these fangs while 
cutting them out. They afe almost as sharp 
as a cambric needle, and still they are hollow 
and through a hole in the tooth comes the

ite with their saw teeth, but with no more 
harm than any ordinary snake. Take away 
their fangs and they become very much sub- 
dued and will submit to almost any kind of 
handling. Sometimes I leave the fangs in for 
a doctor who wants to experiment with the 
ison.”

They 
come in. litters of from five to a dozen, and I 
have heard of as many as eighteen, What do 
they feed on? Mostly on mice and birds, and 
not very many of them. They generally come 
out of their dens in the 1 and feed and 
sun themselves until alon August. At that 
time they begin to shed their skins. They 
make a clean change, even to new skin over 
the eyes. Of course this makes them blind for 
awhile. They keep pretty close to their dens 
during this time, although they will go away 
for a mile or two when they are out foraging. 
As soon as it gets cold they go into and under 
the rocks until they get beyond the frost and 
live there till warmer weather comes again. 
Won't be long, I guess, before we have them 
all cleaned out. e have spotted every den in 
Luzerne and Lackawanna Counties, and they 
are about all depopulated. Still, there’s a man 
in Philadelphia that takes old and young, big 
and little, at $5 apiece, and they're worth pick- 
ing up for that amount.” 


The Plague Of Locusts. 


The London Standard, in an article on the 
recent ravages by locusts in Roumania, says: 
“Again and again the various ies have 
wrought dire havoc wherever their wanderin 
have taken them.

Four centuries ago, it 
is narrated on what seéms fairly trustworthy 
data, that more than thirty tho rsons 
perished within the bounds of the Venetian ter- 
ritory from the lack of food owing to the lo- 
custs having eaten up everything, and sinte 
that date locust plagues have been so numer- 
ous it is not difficult to accept the earlier tales 
as true.
